County Wheat Harvesting Begins 


With 20 Bushel Yield Forecast 


Golden fields of wheat began to 
drop under the cut of the binder 
sickle throughout Lancaster county 
Monday morning as the annual 
harvest season began on more than 
100 farms. 
A small quantity of 


wheat which ripened faster than 
the -rest went down under the 
whirring sickle blades during the 
latter part of last week, but the 
county first took its harvest in 
serious mood Monday morning. 
By mid-week much of the grain 


will be in shock and there will 
scarcely be a field anywhere in the 
county in which inroads have not 
been made by binders. County 
Agent J. F. Purbaugh declared Mon- 
day morning. 
Though there are 


approximately 2,500 farms in the 
county on which wheat will be har- 
vested this year, the total acreage 
as slightly below the average, the 
county agent said. 


Yield Higher. 


An average yield of 20 bushels per 
acre throughout the county was es- 
timated by Purbaugh. -The aver- 
age yield for the past ten years has 
jeen 163= bushels." he commented. 
"It has been a good number of 
years since the countv has had a 
crop of wheat of suctf uniformally 
good quality as this season's crop 
There axe quite a few pieces of 


wheat that will make 40 bushels to 
the acre and there a^e consider- 
ably more than will make 30 bushels 
to the acre." 


Lancaster county this year has 


slightly less than 100,000 acres in 
wheat as compared to an acreage 
of more than 105,000 last year, the 
county agent said. Price conditions 
are responsible for the reduction, 
Purbaugh. believes. 
Of the 
3,200 


farms in the county, he estimated 
there are 700 on which no wheat 
was planted last fall. The average 
acreage planted on any farm is 
about 35 acres. Purbaugh said. This 
is somewhat below the average in- 
dividual acreage of others years. 


More wheat will be stored by 


farmers this year than ever before 
because of the prevailing price con- 
ditions, the county agent believes. 
"On the other hand there are many 
farmers who will get their -wheat to 
market at the earliest 
possible 


moment, remembering that those 
who marketed earliest during the 
past two years have received the 
higher prices." he said. 


Advises Holding Wheat. 
"I would advise holding the wheat 
this year.- Purbaugh commented. 
"It is only reasonable to believe that 
prices must raise shortly above the

Major Franco Elected;

MADRID, June 29-—(APJ—For- 


mer King Alfonso, exiled to France, 
had his answer from the people of 
Spain today in the form 9f a na- 
tional assembly overwhelmingly re- 
publican in political outlook. 


On the basis of incomplete re- 
turns. Minister of .the Interior Mi- 
gel Maura issued a statement in- 
dicating that the conservative re- 
publican-socialist bloc, dominated 
by Provision president Niceto Al- 
cala Zamora, had won a majority 
of the 470 deputies seats yesterday 
in the first elections since the fall 
of the monarchy. 
While the complete vote may not 


be tabulated until tomorrow, all 
members of the cabinet, with the 
possible exxception of the president 
himself, were held certain of e-ifec- 
tion. Observers interpreted this as 
placing the stamp of the people on 
the banishment of Alfonso and in- 
dicating that the permanent gov- 
ernment will be formed on the gen- 
eral lines laid down at the time of 
the revolution. 
Six Persons Killed. 
At least six persons were killed 


in attendant disorders throughput 
the nation. 
Although the capital 
mainly was quiet, a mob attempted 
to attack a priest and burn

church in a suburb on the ground 
that he had bartered for votes.

that their children take for granted 
that they should have money in 
their pockets as naturally as that 
they should have clothes on their 
backs and beds to sleep in.

He never should 
have to ask for it.

attitude toward money is that their 
parents so often criticise them for 
the way they spend it. t 
Spending money should be given

Conviction of Theodore 
Grless, 


former Harvard banker, for embez- 
zlement, was upheld by the state 
Supreme court in an opinion hand- 
ed down Monday morning. 
This 


was the second time the court had 
ruled upon an appeal of Griess. On 
a previous occasion it reversed the 
conviction and remanded the case 
for a new trial on the ground of 
prejudicial instructions. 


Griess had been given a sentence 


of not less than 20 months 
nor 
more than 2 years in the peniten- 
tiary upon his second conviction, 
which is upheld by Supreme court. 


Two 
chief 
errors 
had 
been 


claimed by attorneys 
for Griess. 


They objected to the trial judge 
giving the jury an instruction seek- 
ing to have a verdict reached. The 
court held that the instruction was 
not prejudicial to the 
defendant. 


The court also held that delivery 
of a sealed verdict and-separation 
of the jury before the verdict was 
opened and read in court, did not 
affect the case of the defendant. 
Duplications in Receivership Denied. 


Right of the receiver of an in- 


solvent bank to manage mortgaged 
property in the bank's hands was 
upheld in the court's opinion in the 
case of W. A. Wells against 
the 


Farmers State bank of Ovcrton 
from Dawson county. The court

Permit me to express to you and my 
successor. Mai Kicr. the hope that you 
will each and all enjoy to the limit the 
next two years of jour service together 
and that you will attain the happiness 
which faithful adherence to duty alone 
brines, even though, what sou are trying 
to do may at times be misunderstood by 
some. Sometimes the best things we do 
bring the severest condemnation for the 
time being.

ACROSS THE STORMY 


NORTH PACIFIC. 


Two 
young 
Americans "hi a 
hurry" 
Monday 


launched forth upon the most dangerous- leg of an 
attempted 10-day trip around the world. When Wiley 
Pest and Harold Gatty rose from the ground at Kha- 
barovsk in eastern Siberia to cross the North Pacific 
ocean, it was the first time an aviator has endeav- 
ored to blaze a trail through the mists of the storm- 
tossed seas which separate Asia from North Ameri- 
ca. They hope to reach Nome, for'the final dash over 
the Canadian north woods, and then,eastward to New 


York City. 


The North Pacific has a reputation for treachery. 
It is the breeding ground for storms. From out of 


the Aleutian Islands comes most of the cold and the 
sncw which sweeps across C a n a d a and 
the 


United States. 
Post and 
Gatty will have one 


thing in their favor. 
Generally the wind currents 


are from the west to the east, throughout the entire 
course which they intend to follow. It means they 
will have a wind at their backs, a much stronger 
wind than is usually encountered in the North At- 
lantic, which should aid them materially in increas- 
ing the speed of the crossing and which shouldTnake 
it possible for them to save on gasoline consumption. 
The trans-oceanic flier seeks to avoid storms but he 
has found it possible to outride them. The one factor 
generally held accountable for so many flights which 
ended in tragedy is bucking head winds. They slow 
down-the plane and they increase the consumption of 
gasoline. 


The North Pacific hop which Post and Gatty start- 


ed out upon is a more severe test than the Trans- 
Atlantic crossing even in the simple matter of dis- 
tance. It is approximately 300 miles longer than the 
route from Newfoundland to the Irish coast. That 
means from two to three hours longer flying, and at 
the fag end of a long hazardous journey it may spell 
the difference between success and death. It is the

Americans the greatest trouble, however. In the sum- 
mertime the North Pacific is wrapped in fog. For 
days at a time it hangs like a thick pall over the wa- 
ters, making navigation on the ocean lanes extremely 
hazardous and difficult. The aviator must have his 
"eyes." He can't steer blindly with compass when 
shifting cross winds may sweep him from his course, 
unless correct deductions for the '"drift" are made. 
Post and Gatty have no precedent to go by. The only- 
North Pacific crossing was made by the giant Ger- 
man diritrible and it followed a line several hundred 
miles south of the path which the Americans are fol- 
lowing. 


It is lonely, unsettled land over which they will be 


flying in Northern Siberia and desolate ocean wastes. 
It is the home of the seal and the polar bear, with 
only the most rudimentary evidences of civilization. 
By contrast, the airplane, a symbol of this marvel- 
lous age, will seem sadly out of place among the ice 
bergs and the widely distributed snow-covered moun- 
tainous islands. It intrigues the imagination to think 
of the airplane breaking in on the reveries of the wild 
animal life of the islands of the North Pacific. 


One other feature of the jump which Post and 


Gatty are r.Vv making deserves recognition. It is the 
one section of the explored globe where a reputable 
and efficient program for weather observations is not 
available. Even though they were disposed to do so 
it would be exceedingly difficult for them to obtain 
accurate reports. The lack of authentic information 
from Siberia and from the North Pacific is the great- 
est handicap which the United States weather bureau 
has to dral with at this present time. It is a fricht- 
ful gamble which the aviators have taken.

and Gatty are entitled to write their r..imes well nt 
the top of the list of air heroes.

Children's eyes and fin- 
gers are too precious to be sacrificed needlessly, and 
when juvenile acts lead to enormous property loss, 
as happened at Spencer, la., the public welfare de- 
mands restrictive action.

How extensive the free road is, is indicated by the 


fact that there are only nineteen toll roads in the en- 
tire country with a total length of 150 miles, as com- 
pared with more than three million miles of open 
roads. 


The average American Is willing to pay for what 


he gets. .He'll pay for his movie, his magazine, his 
newspaper; hell pay for his entertainment as he gets 
it, but when he gets out on the highways, he wants 
to go. Even a toll bridge stirs a rebellious streak in 
his nature. And a toll road is out of the question. 


What it is that makes the average American so in- 


sistent on free roads, although he pays for them some 
other way. is and always must be a mystery. Per- 
haps it is a remainder of the pioneering spirit, a last 
vestige of the frontier.

When the herd was established there in 1902. under 


President Roosevelt's administration, it contained but 
21 animals. Now it numbers close to 1.200. During 
the spring season, 171 calves were born, bringing the 
herd up to the highest point it has ever attained. 


Except for the value which it has as a specimen of 


wild life which was so abundant in America at one 
time, the buffalo serves no utilitarian purpose. Its 
meat is surpassed by domestic animals. But the buf- 
falo will always remain an object of interest because 
of the colorful and romantic accounts of the great 
hunts which took place on the plains. 


The efforts of the government to conserve wild life 


in the national parks have been conspicuously suc- 
cessful. Buffalo, elk, and deer have placed such a 
burden upon grazing facilities that it has been nec- 
essary to distribute the herds among the parks and 
hundreds cf specimens have been furnished to parks 
owned by American municipalities. It has been dem- 
onstrated the animals will thrive under the •watch- 
ful eye of man even better than in the wild state. 
They are now protected from their hereditary ene- 
mies, and the losses which so frequently resulted from 
deep snow and bitter cold are avoided through sys- 
tematic fecdinc. The government has been amply re- 
paid for the expenditures made for the preservation 
of wild life.

The new ball, with its larger size 


and consequent greater resistance 
against the air. will make hooks and 
slices i.iore troublesome this season. 
The curving ball can always be 


avoided if you know how to make 
proper corrections. Usually the golf- 
er ascribes a slicing ball to a wrong 
grip. Mosc any'grip, if it is anything 
near orthodox practice, will project 
the ball all right, but there is no 
grip that will do it if your left arm 
collapses about the time the club- 
head swings into the ball. The ef- 
fect of such collapsing is shown in 
the sketch, it being seen that the 
left arm, weakening, is overpowered 
by the right arm, causing it to 
withdraw toward the body. This 
drags the clubhead across the ball, 
causing slice—regardless of grip. 
The left arm swings entirely through 
and out after the ball.

AUDITOR REFUSES 
$800 STAMP BILL 


Says Postage for Bank 
Department Ought Be 


Paid by Receivers. 


Barton Will Speak 


At State Convention 


Large 


At End of Fiscal 


Biennium. 


State Auditor G. W. Marsh has 


refused to draw a warrant for $800 
sgainst the special fund of the 
state banking department appropn- 
ited in 1929 to pay receivership ex- 
penses m the handling of failed 
sanks, for the purpose of buying a 
arge amount of .jostage just before 
•he close of the fiscal biennium 
*hen the 
unexpended portion of i 


"he $100,000 appropriation is about' 
;o lapse and revert to the state 
jeenral fund, from which it was 
snginally set aside. 


This $800 claim was presented by 


Postmaster J. O. Oakes of Seward, 
from whom the department 
ar- 


ranged to buy the stamps. Auditor 
Marsh holds that it should be paid 
out of receivership revenues derived 
from, assets of failed banks, which 
do not go through the state treas- 
ury and are handled under direc- 
tion of the courts. If that is done 
the $800 will be saved to the tax- 
payers of Nebraska, the 
auditor 


says. 


Mr. Marsh does not assume to 


dictate to the department where 
its postage shall be bought. There 
is nothing: in the laws or Nebraska 
requiring state officers to purchase 
their stamps at Lincoln, although 
most of them do so. At various 
times in the past, and during dif- 
ferent administrations, postmasters 
out in the state have been favored 
to some extent by giving them 
stamp patronage, which helps the 
revenues of their offices and boosts 
their salaries. 


The state auditor cannot see why 


such a large postage bill as $800 
should be incurred all at one time, 
and that- just when a balance of 
$78,000 against the 
appropriated 


bank receivership fund is about to 
lapse. 


Deputy Auditor H. O. Parsons 


pointed out that even it the post- 
age expenditure is a legitimate one 
there is no possibility of using up 
40,000 2-cent stamps before July 1. 
when the new biennium. starts and 
old appropriations go back into the 
state general fund. Since it is ap- 
parent 
that 
almost 
the 
entire 


amount of postage will be used 
during the new biennium, it should 
be charged to the expenses of that 
period. Parsons suggested. His chief 
agreed with him. 


Only $22,000 was spent during the 


Weaver regime out of the $100,000 
expense fund for bank receiver- 
ships appropriated in 1929. For 
nearly a year past, the balance of 
$78,000 has been constant, no large 
drafts being made upon it. One bill 
of $200 for stamped envelopes was 
paid out of it early in the Bryan 
administration, but Deputy Auditor 
Parsons interviewed department of- 
ficials at that time and was told 
by them, he says, that no further 
disbursements of that kind would 
be made.

Purbaugh believes. Heat prostra- 
tions in the harvest fields are not 
uncommon. 


A number of farmers who har- 


vest by combines will not go into 
their fields for nearly a week be- 
cause of the necessity for the grain 
to be riper when it is harvested in 
this manner than when it is cut 
with the binder. Fields are stand- 
ing up well this year, according- to 
Purbaugh, and is of a height which 
enables it to be bound and shocked 
without excessive labor. 
There is 


ample straw but it is not heavy 
enough to be particularly trouble- 
some or will not require an ab- 
normal expense for binding twine, 
the county agent said.
